regulations, and the forms are in the hands of the state 
Department of Environmental Protection (DEP). The 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission (ConCom) has 
signed the necessary forms, and Attorney Kunz requested 
that the board also sign an escrow so that work could 
proceed as soon as the state returns the required forms. 
The board voted to sign with the proviso request by 
Selectman Lombard that the ConCom send a letter to the 
Selectmen indicating their approval. 

The board then discussed a memo to the Board of 
Assessors from Town Administrator Michael Botelho 
regarding the amount of the allowance for abatements 
and exemptions (overlay) reported on the FY 2004 Massa- 
chusetts Department of Revenue (DOR) Tax Rate Reca- 
pitulation. Originally an amount of $170,000 was recom- 
mended for this purpose. The assessors requested this 
estimate be increased to $225,000. Due to budget re- 
straints, Mr. Botelho as the town's chief fiscal officer, 
agreed to support the release of prior year's overlay to be 
appropriated if necessary for current year abatements in 
excess of the current FY04 overlay. This will be done 
through a Special Town Meeting vote.

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, December 2 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Andrew Jeffrey.

Selectman Pierce asked to hold approval of Car 
Dealership licenses pending clarification on sales which 
are done "on site" for a particular automotive repair/ 
dealer establishment.

and he could put them in the front and note they were 'for 
sale.'" She added that it was the purview of the Building 
Commissioner to monitor and enforce regulations.

FERRETS 

I am thinking about getting a pet ferret. Will a ferret get 
along with my child and dog? 
Ferrets and dogs usually get along fine. Ferrets 
should not be left alone with small children as these 
animals seem to be attracted to fats in kid's skin and 
may bite. 

Do ferrets require special care? 

A home must be "ferret proofed" to avoid escape and 
ingestion of rubber and plastic items. Ferrets should 
eat ferret food or a premium quality dry kitten food. 

What routine veterinary care do ferrets require? 
Ferrets are very susceptible to canine distemper and 
require annual vaccinations for this disease as well as 
for rabies. Ferrets older than 3 years old frequently 
develop cancer of the adrenal glands, pancreas and 
lymphatic system.

The tour 
begins at the Coggeshall Memorial House, circa 1908, 
home of the Fairhaven Colonial Club where tickets may 
be purchased the day of the tour for $12 and where 
brochures and maps will be distributed to identify the 
sites on the tour. The house was bequeathed in Martha 
Coggeshall's will to the club to be used as its meeting 
place and to house the club's collections of antiques and 
artifacts pertaining to Fairhaven. Refreshments will be 
served so that participants may choose to relax and enjoy 
the house that will also be decorated for the holiday 
season. The homes on the tour may be visited in any order 
by maps will be available only at the Coggeshall Memo- 
rial House on Poverty Point. 

Three other homes on the tour are located nearby 
in the Poverty Point section of Fairhaven. One of the older 
homes, a handsome early Federal home, dates back to 
1763, when shipbuilding for the whaling industry thrived 
and was well-established on the Acushnet River. The 
center of this activity in Fairhaven was at the foot of 
Oxford Street where a commercial wharf was located. 
Soon after the War of 1812, the wharf was abandoned. 
When shipbuilding was discontinued, the neighborhood 
became known as "Poverty Point/'

one new home in "Howard Farms." The original Howard 
Farm consisted of a large white farm house located next to 
East Fairhaven School and 33 acres of which was prima- 
rily used to raise cattle. Over the years, the Costa family 
demolished the out buildings which consisted of a barn 
and carriage house and reduced the size of the farmhouse. 
Mr. Costa's granddaughter inherited the property in the 
late 1900s and transformed the pastureland into an 
attractive neighborhood of upscale homes called 
"Howard Farms." Two of the homes on the tour serve to 
illustrate the intriguing theme of the tour: "The old, the 
new and the very new." 

The Unitarian Church and Masonic Temple will 
be open to the public as well as two private homes in the 
center of Fairhaven. One of the private residences on the 
tour is a Cape-style house which has been totally restored 
since being purchased by its present owner in 2001 
complete with before and after pictures. The Unitarian 
Church, often called "the finest example of 15th century 
English Gothic perpendicular style" in the United States, 
was the gift of Henry Huttleston Rogers, a native of 
Fairhaven. Mr. Rogers also built the Masonic Building at 
the corner of Main and Center Streets, dedicating it to 
Fairhaven resident George Taber, who was a teacher and 
longtime friend of Henry Huttleston Rogers. The Masonic 
Building is seldom open to the public and reflects Rogers' 
love of fine wood, intricate carving and ornate ceilings. 
Another unique private residence, once owned by the 
richest man in Fairhaven, will be filled with beautiful

Black Christmas "

Bad Santa. Starring Billy Bob Thornton and Bernie 
Mac. Directed by Terry Zwigoff. Running time: 91 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Bad Santa is to Christmas what Bad Lieutenant was to cops. 
I'll go out on a limb and rank it right up there with Scrooged (only 
less stylish, and without the incomparable Bill Murray, who was 
once considered for this movie) in the admittedly small subgenre 
of anti-holiday comedies. The film's success (or failure) really 
begins and ends with Billy Bob Thornton, and if you don't get 
tired of watching him sitting in a grubby Santa suit and growl- 
ing "What the f — do you want?" to the latest kid unlucky enough 
to park on his urine-stained lap (it never got old for me), this is 
your movie this season. Merry Christmas. 

Thornton is Willie T. Stokes, a drunken, foulmouthed loser 
who wearily dons the Santa suit each December for whatever 
shopping mall is desperate enough to hire him. His partner, the 
diminutive Marcus (Tony Cox), is a black elf with white pointy 
ears. Willie and Marcus have a lucrative scam: along with Marcus' 
greedy wife Lois (Lauren Tom), they break into their mall 
employer's safe after hours, make off with thousands of dollars, 
and head south until it's time to do it all over again. 

This year, however, throws Willie a chubby curveball, in the 
form of a neglected, pathetic kid (Brett Kelly, likable without be- 
ing cutesy) who adopts Willie as a kind of surrogate Santa Dad. 
Willie will have none of this, even when he's forced to move in 
with the kid and his decrepit grandma (Cloris Leachman). Yet 
some shred of decency begins to dawn in Willie's booze-soaked 
heart. Without losing his disreputable, ornery edge — he's still a 
drunk and a thief — Thornton enacts a slow, grudging turnaround 
that's believable precisely because Willie is such a low-down 
sleazeball. The movie is less about gaining the Christmas spirit 
than about defying the corporate ethos (personified by the mall's 
mealy-mouthed manager, smoothly played by John Ritter in his 
final screen appearance) that hijacks and then abandons that spirit 




every year. 

This is likely the closest that director Terry Zwigoff (of the 
brilliant documentary Crumb and 2001 's quirky comedy-drama 
Ghost World) will ever come to a mainstream movie: Bad Santa 
opened on 2,005 screens, for God's sake. Yet, like Thornton, 
Zwigoff doesn't sell out. Peppering the soundtrack with liberal 
satirical appropriation of dusty classical Christmas music, 
Zwigoff crafts the sort of vulgar, deadpan-funny fable even Rob- 
ert Crumb might chuckle at. His taste in supporting actors re- 
mains first-rate: Bernie Mac appears as the mall's corrupt head 
of security (who has a unique approach to reprimanding a shop- 
lifting kid); Lauren Graham, in a far cry from her rather more 
innocent role on The Gilmore Girls, scores as a bartender with (to 
Willie's bemused surprise) a Santa fetish; Ajay Naidu (Office Space) 
and Matt Walsh (Upright Citizens Brigade) turn up for quick, 
memorable bits. 

But it all comes back to Billy Bob, who owns this movie the 
way Murray owned Scrooged — an unrepentant weasel who finds 
himself, by the end, risking death to deliver a pink stuffed el- 
ephant to the kid. Though not officially credited, Joel and Ethan 
Coen reportedly devised the film's original story (their names 
are on the movie as executive producers), and I bet they got the 
idea while directing Thornton as the stoic, humorless barber in 
The Man Who Wasn't There. I have a mental image of them on the 
set, putting a Santa hat on a sour-faced Billy Bob and laughing as 
they realized there could be a movie in that.

There's a silly and inadvertent movie homage early 
on in the hotly-debated and ultimately dreadful The 
Reagans biopic where Nancy Reagan (Judy Davis) 
throws her daughter Patti onto the bed, chastising her 
for potentially jeopardizing her father's new job as 
spokesman for General Electric. For a moment I thought 
I had accidentally leaned on the remote and channel- 
surfed over to a repeat showing of Mommie Dearest. 

Granted, former President Ronald Reagan was fond 
of referring to his wife as "Mommy/ 7 so I guess the cre- 
ators of this ersatz political drama might have used that 
one detail as a jumping off point to paint a stark portrait 
of Nancy Reagan as Faye Dunaway's infamous alterego. 
In fact, you might even describe this controversial movie 
as an odd hybrid of Mommie Dearest and Oliver Stone's 
Nixon, with a healthy dose of Macbeth thrown in for good 
measure. 

Having settled in to see what all the recent hubbub 
was about, I was caught off guard with the film's cen- 
tral focus on Nancy Reagan as the devious Lady Macbeth 
— the scheming woman behind the throne. Having now 
watched the nearly three-hour film, I think the campaign 
to disuade CBS from airing the two-part mini-series, al- 
though successful, was wrongheaded and misguided. 

To be sure, the movie doesn't attempt to deify Ronald 
Reagan, but it's not wholly unsympathetic to the ailing 
president, either. That, I think, is due in large part to 
James Brolin's surprisingly effective characterization and 
his wise choice to resist mimicking Reagan's hushed, 
stilted speech. (Anthony Hopkins used a similarly smart 
approach to playing Richard Nixon to even greater ef- 
fect in Oliver Stone's film.) 

Sadly, the same can't be said of the fine actress Judy 
Davis, who makes a valiant effort to break open the card- 
board and somewhat mean-spirited portrayal of Nancy 
Reagan as written. Although much has been made of 
the across-the-board "historical inaccuracies" in the 
movie — from the president's alleged declaration "they 
who live in sin shall die in sin" about AIDS victims 




(which has been re- 
moved from the ver- 
sion Showtime is now 
airing) to depictions of 
Patti as a rebellious 
pill-popper and Ron Jr. 
prancing around the 
living room to ballet 
music — it is Nancy 
who takes the brunt of 
the thrashing here. All 
politics aside, Davis 
struggles to shape 
sour-faced scowls and 
stupid lines like 
"Ronald Reagan is 
never wrong" into a co- 
herent performance but fails miserably. 

Having previously railed against the unfair and pre- 
mature bashing — nay, censoring — of Mel Gibson's 
forthcoming The Passion of Christ, I don't agree with the 
similar tactics used to strongarm CBS into dumping The 
Reagans from their schedule, either. To me, censorship 
in any form is a dangerous proposition and a threat to 
our freedoms. But I can see why CBS was reluctant to 
air the finished product in this case. Were it a typical TV 
movie or mini-series about anything other than a galva- 
nizing and controversial political figure, I'd still find it 
just as pedestrian and stiff. Hollow and one-sided, it's 
all about Nancy Reagan knocking down obstacles along 
her hubby's path to the White House like some errant, 
wild bowling ball. 

Dramatic? Yes. Interesting? No. 

At one point after Reagan is first elected Governor 
of California, Nancy is interviewed by writer Joan Didion 
and she complains that Didion "is out to get her" upon 
reading the published article. Accurate or not, I have a 
feeling Nancy might be justified in thinking the same of 
the writers behind The Reagans.
